| Significant Letter of John G. Carlisle 
to Reorganizers of New York’s | 
Democracy. 


NEW YORK, May 2i.—It was expected | 
that ex-Secretary John G. Carlisle would 
be present and act as temporary chairman | 
of the meeting last night in Cooper Union, | 
at which the Greater New York Democra- | 
cy was permanently organized. However, | 
he wrote the following letter, which was | 

d: 


Willlam Hepburn Russell, Chairman 

Executive Committee: 

Dear Sir—It is scarcely necessary 
to say that I am in full sympathy 
with every properly directed move- 
ment to create an honest, efficient 
and economical administration to 
local affairs, and this, I am assured, 
is the object sought to be accom- 
plished by your organization, and 
that its efforts are not to be con- 
fined permanently to local affairs. To 
secure this beneficial result we can 
well afford to ignore, for the present, 
all differences of a common ticket, 
which will represent the best ele- 
ments and the highest interests of 
the community at large. 

There are three and a half mil- 
lions of people here, with their 
homes, their business, schools, char- 
itable institutions, social interests. 
all dependent mainly upon the mu- 
nicipal authorities for protection, 
and it is no exaggeration to say 
that, taking al! things into consider- 
ation, the administration of the na- 
tional government is of less itmpor- 
tance to the citizens of New York 
than the administration of the local 
government. kage * can have the ad- 
ministration of their municipal af- 
fairs if they really want it: but it 
cannot be secured by dividing the 
forces of reform and wasting their 
strength in contests among them- 
selves. 

Hoping that the union and co-oper- 
ation essential to success may be 
speedily accomplished, through the 
efforts of your organization and oth-

PUSH THE CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


Both City Counselor Schnurmacher and Mr. McMath, ex- 
President of the Board of Public Improvements, express the 
opinion that the proposed Charter Amendments relating to 
street and sewer improvements are just and necessary, and 
offer little danzer of delay in court, as the Supreme Court 
decision sweep!rely asserts the power of the legislature to 
designate the system by which taxes of improvements shall 
be levied. 

Mr. Schnurmacher’s opinion {s clear and strong. He thinks 
removing the necessity of changing the 
charter or making it dangerous to do so, the decision demon- 
atrates the need ef the amendments and facilitates their 
adoption. He says 

It is apparent, therefore, that the Supreme Court has 
rendered a decision affirming all of the existing 
nethods of spetial taxation, and averring that the 
legislature—in St. Louis the Municipal Assembly— 
has the authority to determine which system shall be 
applied, and how it shall be applied. The decision, 
therefore, relieves all anxiety as to the prospect of 
legal contests. ; 


Mr. Sechnurmacher thinks ‘the 

ents are equitable and practicable.” He thinks the “joint 
Batok sewer and the area system of assessing special 
taxes for street improvements necessary provisions to enable 
the city to push the work of improvement. It has been dem- 
onstrated, he says, that the district system so distributes the 
taxes that the burden falls lightly on each property owner. 
‘We should not delay to make the amendments and there 
after improve the city,’ concludes Mr. Schnurmacher. 

‘Mr. McMath practically agrees on all points with Mr. 
Schnurmacher as to the legality and necessity of the Charter 
Amendments as they stand. On the subject of the install- 
ment plan of payment he says 

The provisions Fr lating to payment of special assess- 
ments by install nents may not be altogether ac- 
ceptable to contractors; they were prepared in the in- 
terest of the taxpayers. 

President Hiram Phillips stated that his objection to the 
amendment providing for the area system was based wholly 
on the féar of litieation which would delay improvements. 
This objection and, in fact, al! objections suggested by mem- 
bers of the Board of Public Improvements seem to have been 
met in the discussion brought out by the Post-Dispatch. 

It may be well to modify the penalty of 15 per cent on de- 
ferred payments. At the sent low rates of interest, the 
legal rate of 8 per cent would be sufficient penalty. 

But with thia modification the Charter Amendments sub- 
mitted by the Public Welfare Commission in the main meet 
the situation. They provide modern methods of .assessing 
apecial taxes for improvements with conditions that make 
the burdens easy to taxpayers. 

The Counci! ought to be able to reach a prompt conclusion 
on the amendments. They should be put into final shape 
and submitted to the people at the earliest possible date.

Important Ruling Leaves the Inno- 
cence of Dancing Not Set- 
tled. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 21.—At Mon- 
day’s session of the Presbyterian General 
Agsembly the committee reports on pro- 
posed changes in the law of commissions 
were taken up and considered for several 
hours. The report submitted by Judge 
Joseph W. Martin of Little Rock wa final- 
ly adopted and recommended to the various 
presbyteries for favorable consideration. In 
addition to Judge Martin the report was 
signed by Chief Justice H. G. Bunn of the 
Arkansas Supreme Court and Judge J. P. 
Hobson of the eKntucky Supreme Court. 
Dr. Beattie of Kentucky made an effort to 
haves the reports recommitted and instruc- 
tions to report at the next session of the 
General Assembly, but it was rejected by 
a large majority, 117 to 37. The report, as 
adopted, is a substitute for chapter 6, sec- 
tion 7, form of government. 

Synodical records ofthesynodsof Memphis, 
Georgia and Virginia were approved by the 
committee and the reports of the committee 
were adopted by the assembly. The com- 
mittee on bills and overtures, in answer 
te an overture from the Fort Worth (Tex.) 
presbytery reported ‘“‘that while we hoid 
that the installation service should be 
considered by the proper commission of 
our own church, yet we do not consider it 
an infraction of our law to call upon a 
minister of another denomination to lead in 

rayer.”’ 
P'The secretary of the foreign missions, Dr. 
Ss. H. Chester, was authorized to start for 
Brazil at once, in order that a proper set- 
tlement of church affairs in 
may be made. 

The committee on Sabbath observance 
was read in full and properly referred, The 
report took strong grounds against Sun- 
day papers and Sunday excursions, saying 
they were both demoralizing in the extreme.
